This was 
despite the fact that a bady of 
distinguished American citizens— 
headed by the dean of American 
philosophy, John Dewey—having 
studied the evidence, had torn it 
limb from limb; and that the trials 
violated all procedures compuls- 
ory under Angle-Saxon or Eur- 
opean law. They even distorted 
chronology and facts, having Mar- 
shal Tukhechevsky appear in an 
open court when actually, as the 
author of the book well knew, he 
was court-martialed in secret. 


If “Mission to Moscow” was a 
fair picturé of Societ justice, what 
is wrong with the trials of Messrs. 
Petkov and Maniu, in Bulgaria 
and Romania, which we official- 
ly have denounced? Yet our mil- 
itary authorities, it was reported, 
showed the film in Vienna to prop- 
agandize other peuples! 


Yet Mr. Joseph Davies, the au- 
thor, is not a communist but a 
democrat, who has besn highly 
honored. ‘Which is more import- 
ant: the political affiliations of the 
author or the work he produces? 
And what did Mr. Warner, who 
produced the film, himself think
